manager of San Jose 
Earthquakes, John 
Carbary. 

“I have telexed 
America on behalf of 
the five Sydney PSL 
clubs, and am now 
awaiting full confirma- 
tion from them,” Pow- 
ell said. 

The proposed 
American tour will take 
in San Francisco and 
Chicago, and Toronto 
in Canada. 

Each PSL side will be 
required to play three 
games each, and the 
tour will definitely 
produce money for the 
clubs involved. 

“We are awaiting the 
start of the indoor sea- 
son in America, and we 
want to play a series of 
11-a-side indoor mat- 
ches, and they will be 
televised. 

“On the way back to

Being a Marconi boy, 
he came under the gui- 
dance of their outstand- 
ing youth system. 

“My first representative 
experience was due to 
the interest of Ron Corry. 

“Ron brought me into 
the NSW under 16 team, 
and we went on towin the 
Australian under 16s in 
Sydney in 1979.

"RARING TO GO

This year’s State titles in New South Wales will be contested by teams 
entirely from the Sydney metropolitan area. 


There will be 10 teams 
contesting the title, which 
last year was held in 
Orange, central NSW. 

The Sutherland Junior 
Soccer Association has ta- 
ken on arrangements for 
the titles and all games will 
be held at the Kareela Ov- 
al, Kirrawee. 

Teams entered this year 
are from Ku-ring-gai, Man- 
ly Warringah, Sutherland, 
South Coast, St George, 
Blacktown (two), Ryde- 
Hornsby Gey and 
Holroyd. 

As in Queensland, teams 
for State titles will be 
chosen from local competi- 
tions — but with a differ- 
ence.

Both clubs ended the season with 2-0 wins, and now 
these two great rivals will'clash in a play-off match to 
be announced soon. However, there is a court decision 
impending which could decide the ulimate Greek 
Champions well before any play-off clash. 

Olympiakos, together with some other Greek clubs, 
have lodged an appeal against Panathinaikos for al- 
legedly having played an incorrectly registered player final. 
during the season. They are now claiming the points } fal. 
they originally lost in their League matches against 
Panathinaikos, 

Whilst all Greece awaits who will be Champions for 
1982, the relegation situation has been decided. Korin- 
thos and Kavala automatically go down to second 
division for next season. 

Korinthos had a disasterous season with no less than 
63 goals being scored against them, to register only 16 
points for the whole season. 


WEST GERMANY 


$.V. Hamburg have clinched the 1982 West 
Ger Soccer League, finishing with 48 
points three points ahead from second-placed 
Cologne, and five in front of 1981 Champions, 
Bayern Munich.

Platini has long been re- 
rded as a footballing 
ius in his own country 
in the rest of the world, 
not so widely revered. 
hat is surprising because

ur years ago, Platini was 
yen rave reviews by critics 
om many nations. 

He is a midfielder of ex- 
ptional skill. In fact, as 
ported in ASW’s World 
age last week, French 
orld Cup coach Michel 
idalgo described -Platini 
“not just a player but a 
mplete team |” 
Perhaps Platini has 
fered because he played 
r an “unfashionable” 
ecer country. It is many 
ars since France produ- 
id a side capable of chal- 
nging for World Cup 
nours and many years 
nce that country found a 


player to strike fear into the 
opposition — as did Kopa 
and Fontaine in 1958. 

Unfortunately for follow- 
ers of French football, the 
remarkable Platini has now 
been whisked away, temp- 
ted to Italy's Juventus by 
lots of lovely lira. But he 
remains a true Frenchman 
and is determined to make 
a significant contribution to 
the French effort against 
Czechoslovakia, England 
and Kuwait in Group 4 in 
Spain. Perhaps he could be 
the greatest player of all in 
this Cup. 

Moving on to the best 
national team in Europe — 


West Germany — this 
World Cup will provide the 
perfect setting for a strange 
character called Paul 
Breitner. 

In the 1974 Cup played in 
his home country, Breitner 
emerged as a full-back of 
outstanding ability. He pos- 
sessed the sort of skills 
rarely seen in a defender 
and linked up with the 
more physical Schwarzen- 
beck and Vogts and the 
immaculate Beckenbauer 
in a defence which took the 
West Germans to ultimate 
victory. 

Breitner, like most other 
members of that German 
team, was a national hero 
— yet beneath the surface 
there were rumblings. It 
was said that Breitner had 
radical political leanings 

.. and this he did not 
bother to deny. It was said 
that Breitner wanted to cut 
himself adrift from Ger- 
many and settle in a foreign 
country. This he did when 


he signed to play in Spain 
for Real Madrid for a large 
sum of money. 

From being a hero, 
Breitner was branded a vil- 
lain. But all that is now 
gone and more or less for- 
gotten, Paul Breitner is 
again with the brilliant 
Bayern Munich team and 
again starring for West 
Germany. He is operating 
from the midfield in which 
position his creative talents 
are ideally exploited. 

Perhaps Breitner is the 
most unlikely “World Cu 
Espana” creator of head- 
lines, but I feel sure he will 
make his impact .. . one 
way or another. 

No stranger to the head- 
line treatment is Italy's age- 
less goalkeeper Dino Zoff, 
a king = international 
goalies, Zoff just goes on 
and on and on. He admits 
to 40 yet plays with all the 
enthusiasm of a 20 year- 
old. He jalises in re- 
cords — like the time he 
played for Italy in 12 con- 
secutive internationals 
without conceding a goal. 
Zoff has knocked up a few 
records for his club, 
Juventus, too. He is. ex- 
pected to reach his century 
of international appear- 
ances for Italy during this 
Cop in Spain. 

Ithough Italy has 
turned out many magnifi- 
cent international stars, no 
player has represented his 
country that often. 

It is interesting to note 
that, whenever the Italians 
have had bad results and 
their so-critical supporters 
demand “sack the lot” ac- 
tion, the one player who 
seems above criticism is Di- 
no Zoff. He is beyond re- 
proach. 

Of course, he cannot go 
on for ever. It would be 
unrealistic to expect the 
evergreen Zoff to front 
again in four years time for 
another bite at a World 
Cup. But, right now, he is 
as fit, strong and capable as 
he has ever been. It would 
be fitting if he could lead 
the Italian team to glory in 
Spain. 

I may be accused of go- 
ing from the sublime to the 
Tidiculous by throwing in a 
couple of New Zealand 
players with this story. But 
the two Turners — who are 
unrelated — are surely 
worthy of mention. Who 
could have imagined a few 
months ago that Brian 
Tumer and Grant Tumer 
would be appearing on the 
Wo rid Cup stage in Spain ? 

I first saw Brian Turner 
in_action for an ordin: 
NZ national team in World 
Cup elimination games 
against Australia in 1973. 
He looked a useful per- 
former ... but so would 
anyone in that Kiwi outfit. 


Turner proved to be 
quite a survivor. He was 
still a World Cup choice 
last year when NZ dumped 
Australia from the 1982 
Cup. Yet after being trans- 
ferred to Wollongong and, 
later, to Blacktown De- 
mons, he made no impact 
at all and was sent packing 


back home across the 
Tasman.

A 16-year-old player with “exceptional ‘striking ability” is the newest

ON TARGET 


We often try and compare our 
teams, players, coaches, referees 
and juniors with those overseas, and 
the usual answer is that we are a long 
way behind, although an average 
supporter might even go further and 
say that we are terrible. 

Now that’s fair enough, because every- 
body is entitled to his own opinion, but I 
say average, because these people have 
an average knowledge of the game and of 
course have never really been involved in 
the game at any capacity, It's so easy to 
say that a certain team is not good 
enough, or certain players are not up to 
standard or a coach is not doing his job 
properly. 

But when we make such statements, it 
needs to be looked into with more logic. 

So let’s look at something that I regard 
probably the most important to players 
and coaches, and that 1s facility, after all, 
to do any job well, you have to work 
under good conditions. 

Being involved in the game full-time, I 
get around to a lot of junior and senior 
clubs and unfortunately they are not the 
best. Very few grounds are looked after. 

So this is where players suffer — during 
training sessions — because the surface is 

“not up to standard. Every move that he 
tries is only a 50-50 chance because he

never knows whether he'll get the right 
bounce of the ball, and his of course has 
also a lot to do with his confidence. 

Then you have to consider the fact that 
for five months you train under lights, 
and once again they are not the best. So 
when you look at this side of the game, I 
supy you soon realise just how dif- 
ficult it is for players and coaches. 

If every club had their own ground with 
the right facilities, I am sure that the 
standard would be a lot better, and onl 
then you could start to compare with 
others.
